OF  THE 

JOURNAL  OF  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE. 


The  New  Hampshire  Annual  Conference  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
commenced  its  thirty-second  session  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  Concord,  N.  H., 
April  10,  1861.

Rev.  Dr.  Cummings,  delegate  from  the  New  Hampshire  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Conference. 

Professor  C.  W.  Cushing,  of  the  New  Hampshire  Conference  Seminary, 
addressed  the  Conference. 

Took  up  the  examination  of  the  character  of  the  effective  Elders. 

Rev.  Mr.  Willey,  Agent  of  the  New  Hampshire  Bible  Society  was  intro- 
duced and  addressed  the  Conference. 

Afternoon.  A  large  and  attentive  Congregation  listened  to  a  relation  of 
Christian  experience,  and  call  to  the  Ministry,  by  the  Candidates  for  full 
admission  to  the  Conference.

Religious  services  conducted 
by  J.  F.  Adams.

MINISTERIAL  SUPPORT. 
A  very  considerable  interest  is  felt  in  the  support  of  our  ministry.  Most 
of  our  societies  have,  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  increased  their 
preachers'  salaries  considerably.    But  yet,  on  very  many  of  our  charges,  the 
sum  raised  is  inadequate  to  the  comfortable,  not  to  say  liberal  support  of  their 
2 
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ministers.  Some  of  these  stations  are  increasing  in  wealth,  and  ought  to 
adopt  a  more  liberal  policy. 

We  earnestly  exhort  our  people  to  take  this  subject  into  serious  considera- 
tion ;  and  as  they  desire  the  best  services  of  a  pastor  free  from  the  painful 
necessity  of  asking,  "  What  shall  we  eat,  and  wherewith  shall  we  be  clothed  ?  " 
devise  and  execute  "  liberal  things."  Give  your  preacher  a  good  support, 
and  then,  if  he  will  not  icork  faithfully,  zealously,  and  heartily,  at  the  close  of 
the  year  indicate  to  him  plainly  that  he  can  be  spared. 


BIBLE  CAUSE. 

Whereas,  The  Bible  is  the  foundation  of  all  history  and  truth,  without 
which  there  can  be  no  correct  knowledge  of  God,  or  his  great  plan  of  salva- 
tion ;  and  since  it  is  man's  unerring  guide  amid  the  changes  of  life,  and  his 
solace  in  the  hour  of  affliction  and  trial,  —  Therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  is  paramount  in  value  to  all  other  books,  and  should 
be  most  read,  and  attentively  studied. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  New  Hampshire  Bible  Society  has  our  approval  in 
its  efforts  to  put  the  Bible  into  the  hands  of  every  family  in  the  State,  and  all 
the  fauiilies  of  the  earth. 

Resolved,  3.  That  as  Christian  ministers,  we  will  recommend  to  our  peo- 
ple, both  by  precept  and  example,  the  importance  of  aiding  in  this  great 
work. 


TEMPERANCE. 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  are  as  much  as  ever  convinced  that  the  cause  of 
Temperance  is  the  cause  of  God  and  humanity. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  deplore  the  fact  that  the  practice  of  drinking, 
especially  among  young  men,  is  still  very  prevalent,  if  not  on  the  increase ; 
and  we  find  in  this  fact  a  new  motive  for  action  in  the  cause. 

Resolved,  3.  That  while  we  recognize  the  principle  of  legal  prohibition, 
and  rejoice  that  something  has  been  accomplished  by  this  means  to  suppress 
the  traffic,  —  we  yet  feel  that  the  great  want  of  the  enterprise  is  a  higher 
conviction  of  duty  to  God  and  to  man,  and  we  will  therefore  still  labor  to  cor- 
rect and  elevate  the  public  conscience  on  this  subject. 


RESOLUTION    ON  TOBACCO. 

Resolved,  That  as  it  is  a  well-established  fact  that  the  habitual  use  of 
tobacco  is  destructive  to  health,  life,  and  morals,  and  greatly  derogatory  to 
ministerial  character  and  usefulness ;  therefore  it  is  inexpedient  for  this  Con- 
ference to  admit  to  membership  therein,  any  person  who  is  addicted  thereto. 
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SLAVERY. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  recommend  what  action  this  Conference  ought 
to  take  upon  certain  resolutions  submitted  to  them  by  the  East  Baltimore 
Conference,  submit  the  following  Report :  — 

That  we  are  happy  to  discover  a  Christian  spirit  in  their  action,  and  a 
respectful  bearing  toward  those  who  differ  from  them  in  opinion. 

We  are  also  deeply  and  painfully  sensible  of  the  embarrassing  circum- 
stances which  surround  them,  and  are  willing  to  do  anything  in  our  power  to 
relieve  them,  short  of  sacrificing  our  principles. 

But  inasmuch  as  we  think  the  new  chapter  in  our  Discipline  on  Slavery 
speaks  the  sentiment  plainly,  which  has  always  been  held  by  our  Church  on 
slavery;  not  making  non-slaveholding  a  condition  of  frtembership,  yet  con- 
demning all  mercenary  slaveholding,  we  are  satisfied  with  it  as  it  is. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  a  non-concurrence  with  the  East  Baltimore  Con- 
ference for  calling  an  extra  session  of  the  General  Conference  in  1862. 

The  action  of  the  Baltimore  Conference  on  slavery,  which  has  been 
referred  to  us,  we  deem  somewhat  irregular,  not  altogether  loyal  to  the 
authority  of  the  General  Conference,  nor  very  respectful  in  its  demands  upon 
the  Church,  to  abandon  its  long-cherished  sentiments  on  slavery  to  harmonize 
with  its  own  neio  position  in  Methodism  on  slavery.  We  deem  no  action 
called  for  on  the  subject.  L.  D.  Barrows,  Chairman. 

A  Special  Report  having  been  made,  touching  the  relations  of  our  Church 
to  this  subject,  the  Committee  content  themselves  with  a  brief  expression  of 
sentiment. 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  the  present  contest  with  slavery  as  concen- 
trated on  territory  implicated  in  it,  and  that  we  have  now  little  more  to  do 
than  to  sympathize  with  those  noble  brethren  who  so  faithfully  stand  up  for 
the  cause  of  human  freedom  and  the  honor  of  the  Church,  and  to  pray  that 
right  counsel  may  obtain,  and  righteousness  prevail. 

Resolved,  That  we  see  no  difficulty  in  enforcing  the  rule  against  slavery, 
except  from  a  want  of  moral  sentiment  in  the  Church  where  such  enforcement 
is  called  for. 


REPORT    ON  PARSONAGES. 

We  find  on  examination,  that  out  of  the  113  appointments  in  the  New 
Hampshire  Conference,  only  49  are  furnished  with  Parsonages,  valued  at 
$45,400,  leaving  64  stations  destitute.  We  fear  that  the  importance  of  Par- 
sonages to  preachers  and  people  is  not  fully  apprehended  as  a  matter  of  econ- 
omy, comfort,  and  usefulness. 

We  therefore  offer  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  1.  That  each  station  in  this  Conference  ought,  where  it  is 
practicable,  to  provide  a  Parsonage,  and  furnish  it  with  stoves  and  heavy 
furniture. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  preachers  of  this  Conference  will  find  their  war- 
rant for  leading  in  this  enterprise  in  our  excellent  discipline,  answer  to  ques- 
tion 1,  chapter  6,  section  3.

EDUCATIONAL  REPORT. 
The  position  which  our  Church  has  come  to  occupy  in  the  nation,  touching 
its  financial,  its  intellectual,  and  moral  power,  affords  occasion  for  gratitude 
and  more  vigorous  efibrt.  God,  in  his  providence,  has  assigned  us  a  foremost 
place  in  the  armies  of  Israel;  our  hymns  of  praise  are  sung  from  sea  to  sea  • 
and  coextensive  also  is  the  proclamation  of  a  free  salvation  by  our  pulpit. 
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This  moral  and  religious  power  calls  for  and  involves  the  forces  of  educa- 
tion. 

Sound  education  and  general  intelligence  are  no  barrier ;  but  rather  great 
helps  to  holiness  of  heart  and  life.  An  educated  Christian  is  the  highest  style 
of  a  man.  Our  denominational  views  on  the  subject  of  education,  are  evi- 
dently sound,  and  we  are  making  progress  in  the  right  direction.  The  proofs 
of  this  are  in  the  multiplication  and  growth  of  Seminaries,  Colleges, —  male 
and  female,  —  and  Universities  in  our  midst.  We  are  in  this  respect  begin- 
ning to  enter  upon  the  duty  which  heaven  has  manifestly  imposed  upon  us. 

It  devolves  particularly  upon  the  ministry  to  see  that  our  people  are  made 
acquainted  with  the  number,  character,  and  usefulness  of  all  these  institutions, 
and  their  peculiar  adaptation  to  benefit  religiously  as  well  as  educationally, 
their  children.  "  Words  fitly  spoken  "  here,  "  are  like  apples  of  gold,  in 
pictures  of  silver."  More  efforts  are  just  now  called  for  to  furnish  pupils  for 
our  schools,  —  for  their  sakes,  —  for  the  sake  of  the  schools  and  parents  like- 
wise, —  as  well  as  for  the  sake  of  the  laborious  and  self-sacrificing  teachers. 

The  annual  exhibit  of  the  Wesleyan  University  as  furnished  to  this  Con- 
ference, the  present  session,  is  very  encouraging.  This  is  the  Methodist 
College  of  the  New  England  Conferences,  and  our  strength  should  be  given 
to  it.  It  numbers  at  the  present  time  137  students,  106  of  whom  are  pro- 
fessors of  religion,  and  40  are  licensed  preachers,  and  several  others  intend  to 
devote  themselves  to  the  ministry.  Its  finances  are  represented  as  in  a  fair  con- 
dition ;  but  an  increase  of  income  is  greatly  needed,  and  a  large  number  of 
students  required,  before  it  reaches  the  position  it  ought  to  hold,  for  the  honor 
of  the  church,  and  its  appropriate  field  of  usefulness.  We  appeal  to  the 
members  of  our  Conference,  and  through  you,  to  the  members  of  our  church 
within  its  bounds,  to  take  a  more  special  interest  in  its  prosperity,  as  the 
highest  educational  institution  of  our  church. 

This  can  be  elfectually  done  by  the  sale  of  scholarships,  and  more  especially 
by  turning  the  attention  of  young  men  to  it,  who  are  aiming  at  collegiate 
attainments. 

We  are  pleased  to  learn  by  the  report  of  the  faculty  of  the  Biblical  Insti- 
tute, that  the  present  year  has  been  one  of  general  health,  successful  labor, 
and  spiritual  prosperity.  We  are  fully  convinced  that  the  Institution  is  a 
child  of  Providence  among  us ;  and  has  hitherto  enjoyed  His  fostering  care. 
It  meets  a  ivant  —  a  long  and  severely  felt  want  —  in  our  church.  It  is  rapidly 
sending  out  its  influences  through  the  church  at  home  and  abroad.  We  are 
thankful  to  learn  that  many  of  the  students  have  been  instrumental  in  pro- 
moting many  revivals  of  religion  in  their  respective  places  of  temporary  labor, 
during  the  last  year. 

Our  foreign  fields  are  being  rapidly  supplied  from  its  former  members  and 
graduates.  Many  now  within  its  walls  arc  holding  themselves  in  readiness  for 
the  call  of  the  church  to  go  abroad. 

This  Institution  also  needs  additional  funds,  and  books  for  its  library.  Let 
those  who  love  our  church  and  ministry  never  forget  it. 
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The  New  Hampshire  Conference  Seminary  and  Female  College,  we  need 
not  represent,  as  a  special  committee  report  on  that ;  only,  we  ask  for  it  the 
same  sympathy  and  support  we  ask  for  these  other  institutions.  It  is  doing 
a  great  and  good  work  for  our  church  in  New  Hampshire,  and  would  do  more 
with  more  profit  and  less  debt  upon  it. 


NEW  ENGLAND  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

The  interest  we  feel  in  the  cause  of  education  as  a  church,  and  the  value 
we  place  upon  the  education  of  our  young  men  who  are  to  serve  us  as  minis- 
ters of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  are  the  proper  measures  of  the  support  which  his 
cause  should  receive  at  our  hands.  Considering  the  ability  of  the  church,  we 
are  prepared  to  say,  hitherto  we  have  done  but  little.  There  are  many  young 
men  of  limited  means  in  our  schools  fitting  themselves  for  the  high  and  holy 
work  of  preaching  the  gospel.  They  must  either  retire  from  these  schools 
before  completing  the  prescribed  course,  or  in  its  completion  involve  them- 
selves in  debt  which  their  salaries  in  after  years  will  liquidate  slowly,  if  ever. 
Now,  shall  we  not  help  them?  They  have  just  claims  upon  us;  these  claims 
must  be  met,  or  we  must  sulTer  consequences  over  which  our  churches  shall 
grieve.  We  believe  that  by  a  little  extra  effort  on  the  part  of  the  pastors,  our 
churches  will  respond  liberally  to  any  calls  made  for  the  support  of  this 
cause,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  such  efforts  will 
be  put  forth,  and  New  Hampshire  Conference  honor  herself,  and  bless  the 
church. 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  renew  its  former  order  that  an  annual  col- 
lection be  taken  in  all  our  congregations  for  the  benefit  of  the  New  England 
Education  Society,  and  that  regular  reports  of  the  same  be  made  for  publica- 
tion in  the  Minutes. 

Resolved,  That  we  request  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  England 
Education  Society  to  furnish  the  Conference  at  its  annual  session,  a  report 
of  its  doings  for  the  year.

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CONFERENCE  SEMINARY. 

We  rejoice  to  learn  that  the  Seminary  and  College  have  been  increasingly 
prosperous  during  the  past  year.  During  the  first  part  of  the  }  ear  tbe  school 
has  been  under  the  able  and  efficient  management  of  Prof.  Harrington,  and 
his  faculty,  to  whom  the  Institution  is  indebted  for  much  of  its  success  in 
years  past.  For  the  last  two  terms  there  has  been  an  entire  change  in  the 
board  of  instruction,  and  the  school  has  exhibited  promise  of  enlarged  success 
under  the  Presidency  of  Rev.  C.  W.  Gushing,  assisted  by  Rev.  R.  M.  Manly, 
as  principal  teachers  of  much  experience  and  known  ability ;  its  success  in 
the  future  cannot  be  problematical.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance 
has  been  greater  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

It  is  matter  of  devout  gratitude  to  God,  that  in  answer  to  the  prayers  of  the 
friends  of  the  school  and  the  faithful  and  earnest  efforts  of  the  teachers,  there 
hrjs  been  as  in  former  years  a  healthy  religious  influence  among  the  pupils, 
and  the  institution  has  shown  itself  to  be  an  efficient  instrumentality  for  the 
salvation  of  the  young  and  the  spread  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  We  can  but 
hope  that  this  will  be  yet  more  the  case  in  all  the  future  years  of  its  existence. 
AVe  can  confidently  recommend  the  institution  to  the  friends  of  religion  and 
sound  learning,  as  a  place  where  the  morals  of  their  children  will  be  safe,  and 
where  a  redeeming  influence  will  be  thrown  around  them  to  shape  their  future 
well-being,  and  to  fit  them  for  a  life  of  solid  usefulness  in  this  world.  We 
commend  it  to  all  the  pastors  of  the  Conference,  as  an  important  auxiliary  to 
the  noblest  aim  of  the  Christian  ministry,  the  intellectual  and  moral  culture 
of  youth. 

We  submit  the  following  Resolutions : — 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  for  raising  the  balance  of  the  debt  against  the 
Institution  of  $3,750  by  apportionment  to  the  different  appointments,  be  still 
adhered  to  and  also  published  in  the  Minutes. 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  apportioned  to  each  circuit  and  station  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  dollar  each,  and  that  the  friends  of  the  Institution 
be  urged  to  take  such  a  number  of  shares  or  fractions  of  shares  as  their 
circumstances  will  allow. 

Resolved,  That  an  effort  be  made  at  some  suitable  time  in  the  month  of 
June  next,  in  all  our  public  congregations  where  the  apportioned  amount  has 
not  been  raised,  and  that  cards  be  circulated  among  the  congregation  to 
obtain  subscriptions  for  this  object,  and  if  the  full  amount  is  not  raised,  that  a 
personal  application  be  made  by  the  preachers,  until  the  whole  amount  is 
secured. 

Resolved,  That  all  moneys  raised  for  this  object  be  forwarded  to  the  agent 
as  soon  as  practicable,  and  apportioned  fo  the  liquidation  of  the  debts  of  the 
Institution. 

Resolved,  That  in  those  places  where  the  amount  to  be  raised  is  large  or 
difficult  to  be  secured,  we  reconnnend  that  the  services  of  the  President  of 
the  Institution  or  of  some  suitable  minister  be  secured  to  present  the  subject 
to  the  public  congregation.

ANT PATHWAYS."  He  read  it,  and  was  persuaded  to  give  his  heart  to  Christ.  Baxter, 
the  author  of"  Saint's  Rest,"  was  converted  by  the  reading  of  a  good  book;  so  was  Leoh 
Richmond,  whose  tracts  have  led  hundreds  into  the  comforts  of  the  gospel.  Would  the 
reader  do  good?
